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PENSIONER 
(73) IS JAILED 
AFTER ATTACK 
ON HIS WIFE 


A BARRY pension¬ 
er who attacked his 
wife, at one point 
putting a length of 
flex around her 
throat, has been 
jailed for 10 months 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Michael Hayes (73) of 
Gibbonsdown Rise, 
pleaded guilty to making 
threats to kill and assault. 

Recorder Robert 
Britton told him: 
“Everything possible has 
been said on your behalf. 
This was obviously a 
serious matter, and 
extremely frightening for 
your wife at the time.” 

Prosecutor David 
Wooller said Hayes and 
his wife had been married 
43 years. On the evening 
of September 29, there 
was an argument about 
preparation of food. He 
ordered her to leave, and

she refused. 

“He went out for a 
walk and when he 
returned, he found her 
still there. He took a 
length of flex and held it 
to her throat. 

“He released it, but 
held it there again, so that 
she was unable to 
breathe,” said Mr 
Wooller. 

Hayes told her: “You 
are going to get out of 
this house one way or 
another.” 

Seconds later, he put a 
knife to her throat, caus¬ 
ing it to bleed. 

Hayes himself put a 
tissue to the bleeding. 
Mrs Hayes at no time 
tried to fight him off. 

Soon afterwards, said 
Mr Wooller, Hayes went 
to Barry Police Station 
and said he had tried to 
murder his wife and gave 
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an account of events. The 
police interviewed Mrs 
Hayes and she described 
what had happened. 

Mr Wooller told the 
court that after Hayes 
was charged, Mrs Hayes 
said that her husband was 
not entirely to blame, and 
she felt responsible for 
some of his actions, 
adding: “I can be stub¬ 
born. We are both as bad 
as each other.” 

Nicholas Gareth Jones, 
for Hayes, said: “This 
was an unusual situation. 
They had been married a 
very long time, and she 
didn’t make a complaint 
to the police, but he did. 

“Initially, he asked the 
police to keep him in cus¬ 
tody before being bailed 
and staying with a mem¬ 
ber of the family in 
Kent.” 

Mr Jones said that 
Hayes’s wife appeared to 
take full responsibility for 
the breakdown of the 
relationship and didn’t 
feel in danger from him. 

He now takes medica¬ 
tion which makes him 
calmer. 

Mr Jones urged the 
Recorder not to send hi m 
to prison. 

Hayes was made sub¬ 
ject to a restraining order 
for two years. 

The Recorder said the 
sentence would have 
been longer, had it not 
been for his age and what 
his wife had stated.

‘Report could have transformed 
town’ - claims a Barry councillor 


A Barry councillor says he is mys¬ 
tified as to why a high quality 
report on the town centre has been 
shelved, and claims it is “a missed 
opportunity”. 

In March 2009, consultants, Powell 
Dobson, were appointed by the Vale 
Council to examine how public areas of the 
town centre could be improved, and 
according to Coun Nic Hodges, compiled a 
“fantastic report”. 

Coun Hodges, who represents the Baruc 
ward on the Vale Council, said: “This is a 
superb report - the best I’ve ever seen - 
which looks at everything to do with the 
regeneration of Barry town centre. 

“I don’t know how much the report cost, 
but it was probably worth it. The report 
goes into really fine detail of what could be 
done. 

“The report has never been to the cabi¬ 
net and has not been brought to any meet¬ 
ings at the Vale Council. 

“If the report had been adopted, it would 
have provided a massive boost for the

Castleland and Buttrills wards.” 

The GEM has seen the report which 
runs to 147 pages. It examines how the 
town centre areas can be improved in 
minute detail - to improve the local econo¬ 
my and create a more pleasant living envi¬ 
ronment. It lists numerous options avail¬ 
able to the Vale Council, in terms of how 
this could be achieved. 

It is such a detailed report that when it 
deals with walkways and roads, it even 
quotes a number of different sandstones 
and granites that could be used and who 
supplies them. 

Coun Hodges said he felt that council¬ 
lors who were unaware of the report, of 
whatever shade of opinion, would be in 
favour of following up on its recommenda¬ 
tions. 

“I think Plaid, Labour and Tory council¬ 
lors would say - this is good, we should 
have if.” 

Coun Hodges said he thought that the 


£9m of current regeneration funds was 
being used in “scatter gun” fashion on a 
number of disparate schemes in the town, 
when it would have been better spent on 
implementing some of the suggestions in 
the Powell Dobson document. 

Coun Hodges learned of the report in his 
role as a town councillor, when a Vale offi¬ 
cer mentioned it in correspondence with 
the town council. 

A Freedom of Information request was 
made by Plaid in order to bring the report 
into the public domain. 

Coun Hodges says he is anxious that the 
report should not be left gathering dust, 
and has requested it be considered by a 
scrutiny committee, which has been 
agreed. 

He said: “I want to know how much the 
report cost and whether it reflects value for 
money. 

“I also want to know whether the com¬ 
munities of Castleland and Buttrills have 
been disadvantaged by a delay in imple¬ 
menting the report.”

H aving thor¬ 
oughly 
enjoyed 
watching last 
Saturday’s rugby 
international from 
the comfort of my 
armchair, I have 
since become some¬ 
what incensed by the 
often repeated refer¬ 
ence by many of the 
post-match analysts 
to England’s ‘disal¬ 
lowed try’. 

By implication, this 
term suggests that 
Wales’s victory was 
somehow achieved by 
default.

Firstly, by declaring 
himself that a try had 
without question has 
been scored; secondly, 
by consultation with the 
nearest touch judge; and 
finally, if the decision is 
still in doubt, he has 
recourse to the third ref¬ 
eree with the benefit of 
camera recordings. 

If after that consulta¬ 
tion the outcome is still 


indecisive, then the try 
cannot be awarded. This 
decision is then final and 
beyond dispute, and 
although it may be the 
subject of much debate 
in pubs and clubs for 
many years thereafter, it 
cannot be changed. 

The would-be scorer 
is always going to claim 
his score - but often, as 
on Saturday, he is the 
least qualified to make 
that claim, as he was 
buried beneath a pile of 
bodies of both colours. 

To those who do not 
follow the rugby game, 
this matter may not seem 
of any great importance; 
but on Saturday, both 
teams had given every 
ounce of their skill, 
energy and commitment 
for the pride of their 
country, and it would be 
a shame to spoil this 
with irresponsible 
reporting. 

A try is either award¬ 
ed or not. There is no 
such thing as a ‘disal¬ 
lowed try’. 

So let us hear no more 
of it.

The arriving US units were equipped 
with Spitfires pending arrival of their own air¬ 
craft. 

In my book, that has to be seen as a very 
rapid response! The USA undertook massive 
rearmament and development programmes, and 
Mustangs were helped by installation of Merlin 
engines. 

Mustangs were introduced to European skies, 
the only fighter in the world able to escort USA 
day bombers to Berlin and back... Prelude to D- 
Day, US bombers increased their raids partly to 
get the GAF to attack them. US Mustangs 
knock them out of the sky.... Desperate 
Germans throw their night-fighters into the bat¬ 
tle, losing two-thirds of their force. RAF night 
bombers delighted... Result for D-Day and 
beyond—a broken and spent GAF. 

The human cost to USAAF Eighth Air Force: 
Out of the 210,000 combat crewmen, losses 
were 26,000 to 28,000 fatalities, some 28,000 
crewmen were shot down and made POWs, 
25,000 wounded casualties and some 72,000 gen¬ 
eral casualties. 

Note: Among the USAAF combat crewmen 
there were a significant number of volunteers of 
Germanic or Italian ethnicity. 

No denigration of the Americans needed here, 
Mr Short, just our grateful thanks and contin¬ 
ued appreciation for what the USA did for us in 
those troubled times. Another thing to remem¬ 
ber, it wasn’t really their war. 

As a young boy at the time, Yanks - “Thanks 
for the gum”.

‘Blameless’ man attacked 
in ‘explosion of violence’ 


IT was a “miracle” 
that a blameless 
young man, who 
was attacked during 
an outbreak of vio¬ 
lence in the centre 
of Barry, did not 
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suffer more serious 
injuries, Cardiff 
Crown Court was 
told. 

In the event, Andrew 
Lewis suffered only 
cuts and grazes. 

Nassir Uddin (36) of 
Gateholm Close, Barry, 
and Fayshal Ahmed 
(31) of Holton Road, 
Barry, admitted a 
charge of affray. 

Uddin was jailed for 
12 months, suspended 
for two years, and he 
was ordered to carry 
out 150 hours unpaid 
work. 

His co-defendant was 
jailed for six months, 
suspended for a year, 
and ordered to carry 
out 100 hours unpaid

work. Both were made 
subject to supervision 
orders. 

Mr Justice Haddon- 
Cave said Uddin’s level 
of violence was totally 
uncalled for in “a 
moment of madness”. 

Ahmed, he said, 
played a lesser role. 

Prosecutor Jason 
Howells said that in the 
early hours of October 
9 last year, a violent 
scene was spotted by a 
CCTV operator in 
Holton Road. 

The two defendants 
got out of the car, and 
assaulted Mr Lewis. 
The police were on the 


scene swiftly and ear¬ 
marked the two. 

One of the defen¬ 
dants said he had been 
tormented and abused 
by local youths. 

Uddin said he had 
been punched, and in a 
rage, confronted a man. 

Mr Lewis, added Mr 
Howells, did not receive 
medical treatment. 

Uddin was said to 
have no previous con¬ 
victions, but Ahmed 
had convictions for fail¬ 
ing to provide a speci¬ 
men and harrassment. 

Their solicitor, 
Timothy Hartland, 
said: “There was no 
premeditation whatso¬ 
ever.” 

He added that there 
had been a significant 
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degree of crime in the 
area involving public 
order problems with 
racial overtones. 

He added that some¬ 
one other than Mr 
Lewis had been goad¬ 
ing and provoking the 
defendants, who then 
over-reacted. 

The judge said the 
case was “about an 
explosion of violence”, 
particularly by Uddin. 

Mr Lewis, he said, 
was completely inno¬ 
cent and he had the 
“living daylights” beat¬ 
en out of him. 

The judge said: “It is 
a miracle he was not 
more seriously 

injured.”

The plans are an out¬ 
line proposal and, if 
passed, meat will have 
to be put on the bones, 
but the tone will have 
been set for a new era - 
and the end of the old 
Pleasure Park, as people 
have known it over the 
decades. 



The plans include 124 
residential units, a 60- 
bed care home and space 
for leisure activities and 
retail concerns. 

Prior to the planning 
meeting, councillors are 
due to undertake a site 
visit. 

One local group that 
will be observing the 
decisions of councillors 
with particular interest is 
SOCA - the Save Our 
Cinema Association. 

Paul Sutton, a mem¬ 
ber, told The GEM: 
“These are outline plans 
and what we wouldn’t 
want to see is an 
increase in the residen¬ 
tial element if detailed 
plans are drawn up. 

“If that happened, it 
could affect the retail 
and leisure part of the 
development. 

“A multiplex could be 
up for grabs in the Barry 
and Vale catchment, and 
we’re hoping that after 
the meeting, if the plans 
are supported, possible 
operators will emerge.” 

It is almost four years 
since the Theatre Royal 
screened its last film in 
the town. 

SOCA had hoped to 
take over the site, but in 
the end it was acquired 
by Newydd Housing 
Association for a 42-flat 
‘Extra Care’facility.

A Welsh Government 
spokewoman said: “The 
Welsh Government’s 
Barry Regeneration 
Area programme was 
set up to consider 
opportunities for the 
whole of Barry, not only 
the town centre. 

“While town centre 
reports can have an 
important role to play, 
they only cover part of 
our priorities and aspira¬ 
tions for Barry and do 
not go far enough to 
meet the wider chal¬ 
lenges outside the town 
centre. 

“Far from scattergun,

Vale Council 
tax to rise by 
1.75 per cent 


COUNCIL tax in 
the Vale is set to rise 
by 1.75 per cent. 

The decision was 
taken at a budget-set- 
ting meeting yesterday 
(Wednesday) of the 
Vale Council’s cabinet, 
although it still has to 
be confirmed by a 
meeting of the full 
council. 

The 1.75 per cent 
rise means that a band 
D property owner will 
pay an extra £16.20 - 
taking the bill to 
£940.05. 

On top of this, coun¬ 
cil tax payers will pay 
£169.42 to South Wales 
Police, and also an 
amount to their local 
town or community 
council. 

In a report, the cabi¬ 
net members were told 
that the average coun¬ 
cil tax in Wales last 


year (2011/12) at band 
D was £968.03, with 
the Vale Council com¬ 
ing in at £923.85. 

However, the pro¬ 
posed budget uses 
£500,000 of cash held in 
the council’s general 
reserve, which will, 
therefore, be at an esti¬ 
mated figure of 
£6.858,000 at March 
31, 2013. 

The report says that 
this is slightly below 
the recommended min¬ 
imum level of £7 mil¬ 
lion, and adds “The use 
of reserves for funding 
recurrent expenditure 
is clearly not sustain¬ 
able. 

“Consequently, the 
strategy set out in the 
next medium term 
financial plan will 
address further the use 
of reserves to balance 
the revenue budget.”

“Coun Wiliam claims 
that Conservatives 
made the claims over 
costs at the meeting 
with traders, whereas in 
fact, it was council offi¬ 
cers who made the 
presentation.” 

Coun Kemp empha¬ 
sised that the project 
had been thoroughly 
examined before the 
go-ahead was given. 

“The scheme was not 
rushed through the 
planning committee, 
but was considered at 
two meetings and had 
the benefit of a site 
visit. 

“Indeed, as a result 
of consideration by the 
committee the CCTV 
coverage was included 
in the scheme. 

“If Coun Wiliam was 
so concerned with the 
proposals, you would 
think that he would 
have taken the trouble 
to attend the committee 
meetings or the site 
visit - he did neither!”

Coun Kemp said the 
scheme was highly 
appropriate for the 
Barry Regeneration 
Area, as it had greatly 
improved a derelict and 
unsightly site, provided 
another attraction at 
Barry Island, and left 
an Olympic legacy for 
the area. 

He said: “It is one of 
a series of improvement 
schemes to parks and 
open spaces in Barry 
funded by the 
Regeneration Area 
Board. 

“A number of alter¬ 
native sites were inves¬ 
tigated but this was 
seen as most appropri¬ 
ate. 

“As well as consulta¬ 
tion through the plan¬ 
ning process, the 
scheme was discussed 
several times at local 
traders’ meetings. 

“In relation to the 
‘Padding Pool’, can I 
make it clear that sup¬ 
port in principle was 
given by the Barry 
Regeneration Area 
Board to the scheme, 
but the costs of the 
scheme increased so 
substantially that its 
promoters concluded 
that it had become 
unviable. 

“The new Adizone 
facility at Barry Island 
complements others 
built in Swansea and 
Cardiff and will encour¬ 
age participation in 
physical exercise, up to 
and following the 
Olympics. 

“Barry can be proud 
that such a legacy 
scheme has been built 
in the town,” Coun 
Kemp added. 


Parks improvement 
work is welcomed 


LOCAL councillors 
Steffan Wiliam and 
Nic Hodges say they 
welcome moves by 
the council to deliv¬ 
er improvements to 
local parks, follow¬ 
ing their calls for 
better maintenance. 

Coun Steffan Wiliam 
told The GEM: “In 
Maslin Park, the chang¬ 
ing facilities are in dire 
need of an upgrade and 
the facilities at the chil¬ 
dren's play area have 
become very rusty. 

“When we requested 
improvements to the 
park some years ago, we 
were promised that 
efforts would be made to 
find the money to allow 
this.” 

The two councillors 
say that due to tight 
finances, council officers 
have looked at concen¬ 
trating their efforts on 
better maintaining exist¬ 
ing parks rather than 
opening new ones. 

However, they say 
Maslin Park has not 
received the care and 
attention that it deserves 
in recent years. 

Coun Wiliam said: “It 
was, therefore, with great 
pleasure, that following 
further discussions with 
officers, we learned that 
there is a planned 
increase in the team to 
improve the standard of 
maintenance in our 
parks." 

“It’s time that work in 
Maslin Park became a 
priority,” added Coun 
Nic Hodges. 

“This could be accel¬ 
erated through, if a group 
made up of interested 
residents and community 
groups got together, such 
as in Victoria Park. 

“The council would 
then see that there is a 
local group in existence 
whose work it can sup¬ 
port.” 

Coun Hodges contin¬ 
ued: “We also called for 
the Youth Offending 
Team to be called in to 
paint the fence which 
runs along Plymouth 
Road many years ago. 

“This is another 
avenue which should 


also be exploited far 
more than it actually is at 
present. 

“We were pleased to 
see the one dual-purpose 
rugby/football post erect¬ 
ed recently and the mini 
football pitches marked 
out, but this in itself is 
insufficient to take the 
park forward. 

“This is why we want 
to form a group that will 


act as a catalyst for fur¬ 
ther improvements at 
Maslin Park.”

It took place the day 
after a debate in the 
Assembly on a report 
produced by a cross¬ 
party group of AMs on 
disability related harass¬ 
ment in Wales, with rec¬ 
ommendations for the 
Welsh Government to 
implement. 

As the Minister for 
Equalities, I responded 
to the debate, agreeing 
to all their recommenda¬ 
tions and also announc¬ 
ing a new framework for 
action to tackle all forms 
of hate crime. 

We also discussed it 


Race Forum which met 
last week. It is clear that 
we will need to learn 
from groups like Vale 
People First to get this 
‘framework for action’ 
right. 

In the debate, I said 
that we all have a duty 
to protect those who are 
most vulnerable to

Man ( 27 ) used 
his mother to 
smuggle drugs 


A WOMAN who visit¬ 
ed a relation in Parc 
Prison, Bridgend, was 
“incredulous” to find 
that a pair of trainers 
she handed over con¬ 
tained drugs, it was 
stated at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Her son David 
Caulfield, a 27-year-old 
labourer, had given them 
to her to pass over to the 
prisoner. 

Caulfield, who lives in 
Liverpool, admitted two 
charges of causing anoth¬ 
er to take drugs into 
prison. He was jailed for 
four months, suspended 
for a year, and ordered to 
carry out 150 hours 
unpaid work. 

Mr Justice Haddon- 
Cave said: “You allowed 
your own mother to take 
those trainers into the 
prison, and she was 
found in possession of 
the drugs. 

“It must have been a 
great shock to her. The 
smuggling of drugs into 
prison is a very serious 
matter.” 

He said that Caulfield 
had “landed his mother 
in it” and she had been an 
unwitting courier. 


Prosecutor Jonathan 
Bushell said that on the 
evening of July 23 last 
year, Mrs Caulfield visit¬ 
ed her relation in Parc 
Prison. 

She was searched and 
officers examined the 
pair of trainers, in the 
soles of which were 
found packages of 
cannabis and another 
drug. 

“She was arrested and 
appeared to be absolutely 
incredulous, and emphat¬ 
ically denied being 
involved. She said she 
had collected the items 
from the defendant and 
was adamant she would 
not have brought in 
drugs.” 

The defendant was 
arrested the following 
day and confirmed that 
his mother was com¬ 
pletely unaware of hav¬ 
ing the drugs. 

Georgina Buckley for 
Caulfield said: “He 
acknowledges the gravity 
of the situation and co¬ 
operated fully with the 
police. He confessed and 
voluntarily went to 
Bridgend Police Station. 
He was extremely fool¬ 
ish.” AJ SICLUNA

The headless horses 
of St Bride’s Major... 


GlHOSTItY TMJBS by 

HAYLEY WILLIAMS 


THE village of St 
Bride’s Major lies 
in the Vale and it is 
named after St 
Bridget of Ireland. 

It probably dates back 
to the 12th Century 
when the parish church 
was constructed in 
Norman style by Simon 
de Londres. This 
ancient treasure became 
a listed building in 2002. 

The splendour of the 
Parish Church towered 
over the village and was 
a congregational centre 
for people throughout 
the community during 
ancient times. 

Inside the building are 
monuments of dedica¬ 
tion to upstanding citi¬ 
zens of the district who 
were considered impor¬ 
tant, one being Arnold 
Butler and his family. 

Two monumental 
plaques are also on dis¬ 
play in the vestry from 
the Bryn Sion 
Calvinistic Methodist 
Chapel which was erect¬ 
ed in 1859 and classified 
as a listed building in 
2001. By 1987, the 
chapel was no longer in 
use and is now the site 
of residential housing. 

St Bride’s Major as a 
community relied upon 
its many wells and 
springs for water, and 
although some were cov¬ 
ered up, others can still 
be seen. 

Pilcot Pool was 
named ‘Avon Dawel’, or 
‘Silent River’, as it ran 
underground after a few 
yards and could no 
longer be heard. 

The landscape was 
dominated by agriculture 
where farmers would 
employ local people to 
farm the land, needing 
water from the wells to 
tend to livestock. 

In the vicinity near 
Blackball, evidence of 
lime kilns have been 
found. These were cre¬ 


ated to burn timber so 
that walls could be built 
to keep sheep in 
enclosed areas, giving 
indications of habitation 
from our past. 

Jacob’s Well can be 
found near a turn in the 
road feeding from the 
Alun River. 

Pant Marie Flanders 
Well is near Heol-y- 
Mynydd and has been 
declared an ancient mon¬ 
ument. 

St Bride’s Major was 
littered with stone quar¬ 
ries during the olden 
days, and also had indi¬ 
vidual trades such as vil¬ 
lage stores, blacksmith’s 
shops, a police station, a 
village hall, a bake¬ 
house, and various cob¬ 
blers. 

Other interesting 
structures from the past 
include the medieval 
preaching cross within 
the grounds of St 
Bridget’s Churchyard, 
the school bell tower, the 
War Memorial, dedicat¬ 
ed to the bravery of local 
servicemen and women 
located in Bull Hill, and 
Pont Groes Gwta, which 
is a listed bridge built in 
the 18th Century. 

Penance building 
ruins can be found in the 
area, which are thought 
to have been a secluded 
home for the monks of 
Margam Abbey, who had 
struck up acquaintances 
with local women, and 
were exiled here to ask 
forgiveness for their 
sins. 

One forgotten public 
house in the centre of St 
Bride’s Major was The 
Greyhound Inn, which is 
now a dwelling. 

It was a popular 
‘watering hole’ for many 
groomsmen whose 
employers visited the 
local church and moored 


the horses outside the 
Inn, and with free time 
for the groomsmen, they 
would quench their thirst 
with local ale. 

The lifelike image of 
an elderly lady wearing 
old-fashioned black 
clothing with a flowing 
skirt has been witnessed 
wandering up an imagi¬ 
nary road, only to disap¬ 
pear in an instant. Who 
could this lady be, and 
why would she want to 
walk through a village 
that she would probably 
no longer recognise? 

On the pathway lead¬ 
ing to the village shop, 
the shimmering effigy of 
a donkey kicking out at 
an invisible building has 
been seen, only for it to 
fade away into the back¬ 
ground. 

Could this frightful 
image be a replay from 
the time when black¬ 
smiths from the village 
would tend to the needs 
of shoeing animals, or 
just tricks of the minds 
of its witnesses? 

My parents lived in St 
Bride’s Major during the 
1960s, and my mother 
experienced the phantom 
sound of galloping hors¬ 
es upon the common, 
while walking her two 
poodles during the hours 
of darkness. 

As the stampede got 
closer, she could see that 
they were headless, with 
no course of direction. 
Could this terrifying 
commotion be from 
another world beyond 
our understanding, or 
just a startling figment 
of imagination? 

Fact or fiction? Only 
you can decide ...

combats 

rural 

isolation 

A NEW service aims 
to work with individ¬ 
uals and communities 
to help overcome 
rural isolation among 
the over-50s in the 
Vale. 

‘Rural Connections” 
is managed by Age 
Concern Cardiff and the 
Vale, and is part of a 
larger project known as 
the Friendly AdvantAGE 
project, led by another 
voluntary sector organi¬ 
sation, The Vale Centre 
for Voluntary Services. 

Following an audit of 
gaps in services that 
tackled loneliness and 
isolation, a successful 
application was submit¬ 
ted to the Big Lottery 
(BIG) AdvantAGE pro¬ 
gramme to develop five 
new types of befriending 
projects across Cardiff 
and the Vale. 

Jane Platts, ‘Rural 
Connections’ co-ordina- 
tor, explained that there 
has been shown to be a 
serious problem with 
isolation, especially with 
the over-50s in the rural 
Vale. 

Initially focusing on 
St Brides, Ogmore-by- 
Sea and Colwinston, 

Jane will be working 
with people to establish 
befriending support and 
helping people to have 
the confidence to make 
friendships.

Extra feature at Rail 
Centre could boost 
tourism in the area 



SURVEY work has been done 
at the Barry Rail Centre for a 
project that will see the instal¬ 
lation of a new locomotive 
turntable. It is hoped that the 
turntable will be operational 
in 2014. 

The turntable project team is head¬ 
ed up by chartered civil engineers 
John Buxton, the managing director of 
the Barry Rail Centre, and Rick Auger, 
both of whom played key roles in the 
installation of the turntable at 
Minehead on the West Summerset 
Railway. The turntable there has 
become a focal point for visitors to 
Minehead, and the plan is to emulate 
this at Barry. 

John Buxton, chairman of the 
Cambrian Group which now operates 
the Barry Rail Centre, said: “We are 
delighted to have begun the process of 
installing this 1938-built turntable that 
was originally installed at Bricklayers 
Arms depot in South London. 

“Once it is in place, we will be able 
to offer servicing and turning facilities 
for steam hauled charter trains from 
London, the Midlands and Bristol, 
which has the potential to bring up to 
600 tourists to Barry in each train.” 

The turntable, constructed by 
Cowans Sheldon, was originally saved 


by the Mid-Hants Railway in the 
1970s, but was never installed on the 
line as no suitable site could be found. 
Cambrian acquired the turntable from 
the Mid-Hants Railway last year. 

Cambrian took over the custodian¬ 
ship of the Barry Rail Centre in 
January 2011, on a 20-year lease, from 
the Vale Council. 

John Buxton added: “Since taking 
control of the site, we have been mak¬ 
ing steady improvements, operating 
passenger services, opening a new 
cafe as part of our Barry Tourist 
Railway brand, and working toward 
infrastructural improvements to the 
two miles of running line. 

“The turntable was always a key 
part of our business plan, adding not 
only a useful addition to our own 
operations, but also, allied to our exist¬ 
ing mainline connection, transforming 
Barry into a railway centre of national 
importance.” 

The survey work undertaken has 
identified that a site at the rear of 
Barry Rail Centre’s New Works 
Building is most suitable. 

The location is conveniently close 
to Barry Rail Centre’s mainline con¬ 
nection. The scheme is now being 
developed to detailed design stage.

LDP - our chance 
to call for changes 


A S I’m sure GEM 
readers are 
aware, the draft 
Local Development Plan 
(LDP) has now been 
accepted and published 
by the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council to 
go through the formal 
consultation process. 

These draft plans follow 
a formal process for plan¬ 
ning requirements laid out 
by the Welsh Government, 
and will form the basis for 
all planning decisions in 
the Vale for the next 15 
years. 

The commencement date 
for this formal six-week 
consultation began on 
February 20 and closes on 
April 2. 

After the consultation 
period, the council will 
consider all the views and 
comments received from 
residents, businesses and 
stakeholders and make 
adjustments to the LDP 
accordingly. 

It is vital that the local 
authority know your 
strength of feeling on the 
LDP within this six-week 
period. 

Although this is only the 
first stage of the LDP 
process, it is extremely 
important because ulti¬ 
mately the deciding body 
on all matters planning - 
the Welsh Government - 
will be taking into account 
the views discussed and 
raised at this stage of the 
process. 

The local authority will 
then present this adjusted 
document to the Welsh 
Government whose 
Inspector may choose to 
make further amends in 
making his/her judgement 
on the plan.

made now and will judge 
all proposals according to 
the Wales Planning Policy 
document. 

At this stage, the 
Inspector is likely to hold a 
formal planning inquiry, 
where people will be able 
to give further evidence in 
person, or in writing. 

We also need to remem¬ 
ber that landowners and 
developers will be pressing 
to extend developments or 
will ask to include land not 
already allocated. 

In view of the potential 
return, they are highly 
likely to use professional 
planners and barristers for 
such purposes. 

In order to combat such 
expertise, it is essential that 
as many as possible express 
their concerns which 
should be based on plan¬ 
ning reasons and princi¬ 
ples. The planners and, 


ultimately, the Inspector 
will consider a broad range 
of matters in relation to the 
LDP, which will include 
variables such as the local 
housing demand (if any) 
and the number of pupils 
attending the local school. 

It}s pertinent to note at 
this point, that schools of 
less than 100 pupils can 
often come under threat of 
closure under Welsh 
Government guidance. 

Similarly, a lack of space 
in local schools for addi¬ 
tional pupil places can be a 
material factor within a 
planning context. 

I have already met with 
several community groups 
regarding their concerns 
about proposed residential, 
traveller and business park 
development locations in 
the Vale - from Barry, 
Wick, Llangan and 
Rhoose. 

As I am not a member of 
the local authority, I can 
only bring matters to their 
attention for their judge¬ 
ment, but will do all I can 
to ensure your voice is 
heard. 

Finally, it is worth men¬ 
tioning that the situation in 
England is very different. 

The Localism Act puts 
the decision-making in the 
hands of the community. 

Unfortunately, the 
Welsh Government chose 
not to follow this policy 
and to establish the LDP 
process instead. 

I hope that over time we 
will be allowed the same 
privilege as communities in 
England.

More than 40 years of 

Local choir has plenty to sing 
about after more than 40 years

W HEN you stop and think about 
it, Cowbridge is hardly in the 
heartland of ‘Cor Meibion’ - 
the Welsh Male Voice Choir tradition. 

Such choirs will always be associated with the 
twin influences on life in the Welsh Valleys - coal 
mining and the numerous chapels and churches 
that are a hallmark of life in communities such 
as Treorchy or Morriston. 

The leafy Vale of Glamorgan, with its primarily 
rural employment patterns, was always going to be 
different. 

There were no places where hundreds of men (as 
it then was) worked together. If choirs sprang, in 
part, from communal singing in the pit head baths, 
then Cowbridge was doomed to miss out. 

In fact, that was also the opinion of Keith 
Brown, one of the choir’s founders! 

Keith explained: “When I lived in London I was 
friendly with Meic Edwards. We weren’t choir 
members, all we would get involved in was a sing¬ 
song in a pub. 

“I moved back to Cowbridge and later, when 
Meic moved back, he got in touch and said why 
don’t we form a choir? 

“I said that it wouldn’t take off in an area like 
Cowbridge, but Meic was persistent. So the two of 
us, along with Bob Whittaker, distributed leaflets 
and asked anyone interested to come to a meeting 
at the Eastgate Hotel.” 

That initial meeting was attended by about 15, 
but Meic was proved right in a pretty short period 
of time, as more choristers came forward. 

Numbers have been as high as 85, and even now, 
when some choirs are struggling, the Cowbridge 
Male Voice Choir still has 65 choristers. 

Apart from the aforementioned founders, there 
are two other members of the choir today - Glyn 
Jones and Gwyn Jones - who can claim to have 
been there for the first rehearsals, the first pubic 
performance in 1971, and the following 41 years. 

Glyn Jones told The GEM: “Meic, Keith and 
Bob put out a leaflet and I remember there were 
around 15 at that first meeting. It wasn’t long 
before we had around 30 rehearsing regularly, and 
we started to plan for our first performance. 

“I think the first song we rehearsed was ‘Michael 
Row the Boat Ashore’.” 

That first performance came on June 10, 1971, in 
‘Cowbridge Week, in the town hall, and for that 
evening’s entertainment, the choir shared the stage 
with the Cowbridge Amateur Dramatic Society 
(CADS). 

CADS performed a series of sketches, and then 


the choir took to the stage, with a pretty traditional 
male voice choir repertoire. 

By now, the late David Richards had been 
appointed as musical director - a post that he filled 
for about eight years. 

Among the songs performed that night were; ‘Ar 
Hyd yr Nos’; ‘Speed Your Journey’ and the Red 
Army Choir favourite, ‘Kalinka’. 

The accompanist for that first performance was a 
very young Sandra Thomas who now, under her 
married name of Sandra Williams, is still accompa¬ 
nying the choir. 

Sandra can’t quite boast 41 unbroken years of 
service, but she is so close that it makes little differ¬ 
ence! 

During the 1970s, the young choir grew quickly 
in reputation and confidence, appearing alongside 
the renowned Parc and Dare Brass Band in a series 
of concerts, and appearing in an HTV series, Corau 
Meibion. 

They also performed at the Royal Albert Hall, 
together with Dame Vera Lynn and Larry Adler at 
the reunion of the Burma Star Association. 

It was in 1979 that the choir took on its biggest 
challenge so far - touring Saskatchewon in Canada 
- where temperatures were 30 below zero! 

By now, Iwan Guy was the musical director, and 
the choir accepted an itinerary of 17 performances 


in 16 days! 

Glyn Jones remembered: “Barry Male Voice 
Choir had been going to tour but they offered it to 
us. In the end, a number of Barry choristers joined 
us on the trip. 

“I do remember the fantastic response we 
received from audiences. Some people had driven 
200 miles to see us.” 

Through the 1980 and 1990s, the choir continued 
to tour and develop its repertoire. 

Members sang in North America and throughout 
Europe, and the choir also welcomed touring 
ensembles from overseas, sharing the stage with 
them in a series of concerts back home in south 
Wales. 

In 1985, the baton was passed on once again, 
with Shelley Thomas-Brown taking over as musical 
director - a post she holds to this day. 

She and Sandra Williams have been director and 
accompanist for more than 25 years now. 

Shelley combines leading the choir with the post 
of head of music at Maesteg Comprehensive 
School, where the school has a strong musical tra¬ 
dition, while Sandra has now retired from her post 
as a primary school teacher, specialising in Welsh 
and music. 

Sandra also plays the church organ in the historic 
village of St Hilary.

Penarth Computer 
Club - Q&A Wikipedia 


SOME questions are simply 
put, but complicated to 
answer: one at our recent 
Brains Trust evening asked 
how much you could rely on 
the factual information pro¬ 
vided by Wikipedia, the free 
on-line digital encyclopedia? 

Wikipedia was founded in 2001 
aimed at setting up digital access to 
the sum of human knowledge. It con¬ 
tains almost four million articles in 
English over 26,000 pages, and has 
over 16 million registered users, 
including over 1,500 administrators 
and a total of 86,000 contributors. 

It now constitutes a large resource 
that is referred to 400 million times a 
month. It must be doing something 
right. Explore it. 

The numbers are impressive. In a 
month it adds more words than a per¬ 
son could read in a lifetime. It needs 
its host of volunteers to keep things 
under control. To understand how 
much you can rely on the information 
you need to understand how it is com¬ 
piled and maintained. 

Contributors are unpaid volunteers. 
Anyone can contribute (anonymously 
if preferred) provided they abide by 
the principles. They range from 
experts to casual readers. Many contri¬ 
butions are edits to improve the arti¬ 
cles in a polite manner, and there are 
facilities for debate. 

A new article might be quite simple 
and then gradually grow into some¬ 
thing deeper and more authoritative as 
it is expanded or corrected by edits. 
Writing is always from a neutral point 
of view and much effort is devoted to 
verifying the accuracy of any content. 


If a statement is unsupported, it is 
flagged with a request for verification 
or a citation of its source. 

Anyone can edit the content. There 
are always those who think it fun to 
sabotage the work of others by vandal¬ 
ising entries by deliberately inserting 
false information. Wikipedia has a rep¬ 
utation for the rapid reversal of such 
damage and have introduced some 
sensible limitations to editing. 

This ability to effect rapid change 
has several advantages over a printed 
encyclopedia. It can introduce new 
articles and revisions or corrections 
very quickly. 

Explanations of new technology are 
available faster. Whenever you use it 
you are looking at the most up-to-date 
version with lots of links to explore 
more deeply. 

It is free if you have access to the 
web and you can freely print out a hard 
copy of any bits you like rather than 
have a shelf full of volumes. 

Wikipedia is a living project with 
the wisdom not to produce a set of 
rules carved in stone, but to remain 
flexible to meet changing circum¬ 
stances. It encourages you to con¬ 
tribute edits or to question something 
you doubt. It makes clear that it is not 
a soapbox; an advertising platform; a 
newspaper; a dictionary or directory. It 
doesn’t take sides, but is willing to 
explain both. I am happy to rely on it.

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WASHINGTON FILM A THRILLING RIDE BUT ALL TOO FAMILIAR’ 


Action blockbuster delivers oomph 
in spite of predictable plot twists

F OR one of the 
most revered 
actors of his 
generation, Denzel 
Washington has 
never been afraid 
to walk on the path 
of the blockbuster. 

His appearances in 
the likes of Unstoppable 
and Man On Fire have 
offset his more dramatic 
choices, the actor bring¬ 
ing gravitas to even the 
most vacuous of movies. 

He finds himself 
alongside Ryan 
Reynolds in Safe House, 
where Washington plays 
Tobin Frost, a rogue 
CIA agent who is caught 
and interrogated in the 
titular safe house in 
Johannesburg looked 
after by Matt Weston 
(Reynolds); but when 
the house is compro¬ 
mised by people hunting 


down Frost, Weston 
must go on the run with 
him in order to keep 
him under arrest and 
prevent him falling into 
the wrong hands... 

If you read the plot 
summary above and 
thought “not again”, 
then you wouldn’t be 
alone; originality most 
certainly isn’t one of 
Safe House's, strong 
points. 

But beyond its 
cliched genre origins is 
a film that makes for a 
thrilling ride, albeit one 
that is more than famil¬ 
iar. 

It certainly isn’t an 
acting stretch for Denzel 
Washington, whose per¬ 
formance rarely breaks 
out of second gear, but 
whose charisma more 
than pulls him through. 

Frost is the sort of 
character that 


Washington could essay 
in his sleep, all quiet 
stoicism and more than 
meets the eye in terms 
of his true motivations, 
but Washington gives 
the character depth so 
that you can’t help but 
be drawn into his story. 

Ryan Reynolds is 
arguably more impres¬ 
sive as the rookie agent 
with a point to prove - 
and who has to prove it 
in the most extreme cir¬ 
cumstances possible. 

Reynolds showed in 
the impressive Buried 
that he is maturing into 
an actor of some 
renown, and here he 
takes the material and 
gives it a feeling of sub¬ 
stance, the character 
richly portrayed by the 
actor. He perfectly con¬ 


veys the fact that 
Weston is going up the 
proverbial creek by try¬ 
ing to handle Frost, and 
Reynolds’ turn is a lot 
better than the material 
demands. 

There are decent per¬ 
formances from 
Brendan Gleeson 
(shady), Vera Farmiga 
(underused) and Sam 
Shepard (grizzled) as 
CIA higher-ups who 
may or may not be hid¬ 
ing secrets, the quality 
of the cast again cover¬ 
ing up the predictability 
of the material. 

Daniel Espinosa’s 
Hollywood debut as 
director is a fairly 
decent one, marrying the 
machinations of the 
story to some hard-hit¬ 
ting action sequences of 


note, including a propul¬ 
sive and highly impres¬ 
sive car chase through 
the streets of South 
Africa. 

There is more than a 
nod to Tony Scott’s 
directorial style in the 
way Espinosa lenses the 
film, grainy film stock 
and different shades 
feeling familiar but 
lacking Scott’s kinetic 
editing style, but 
Espinosa opts for 
finesse over stylistics 
and it pays dividends. 

While the script, by 
David Guggenheim, 
throws plenty of intrigue 
into its near-two-hour 
running time, there is far 
too much that feels 
familiar, the story arc 
unfolding almost as a 
checklist while the beats 


of the narrative can be 
heard and seen a mile 
off; there is no attempt 
to transcend the cliches 
into something different, 
and though it almost 
embraces them willing¬ 
ly, it is far too straight¬ 
forward to truly impact 
and live long in the 
memory. 

Ultimately that is 
Safe House's largest 
shortcoming - that no 
matter how fresh and 
exhilarating Daniel 
Espinosa’s direction 
tries to be, it is undone 
by the film’s seen-it-all- 
before nature. 

There are no surprises 
on show, no sudden 
twists or turns that you 
can’t see coming, and 
though it makes for a 
solid and entertaining 


watch, you won’t feel 
too much about it once 
the lights come on. 
VERDICT -Atypical 
genre film enlivened by 
Daniel Espinosa's direc¬ 
tion and two good turns 
from Denzel Washington 
and Ryan Reynolds, Safe 
House doesn’t pull up 
any trees or deliver any 
surprises; but it still 
makes for an entertain¬ 
ing watch, and as brain¬ 
less entertainment it 
certainly achieves its 
aims, but little more. 
Enjoyable.

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Council looks for 
a partner to run 
its leisure centres 


THE Vale Council is con¬ 
sidering following neigh¬ 
bouring Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) 
in letting a private sector 
partner run its leisure cen¬ 
tres. 

BCBC is run by Labour, and the 
council is now at an advanced 
stage in the change-over, with 
plans recently announced to invest 
£4.2 million of private money in 
Bridgend’s main recreation centre. 

The Vale Council’s cabinet con¬ 
sidered a recommendation yester¬ 
day (February 29) that the council 
should appoint Parkwood Leisure 
Ltd as its “preferred partner” to 
run its leisure centres. 

A Vale Council spokesman 
said: “’’This follows an extensive 
procurement period, which has 
involved detailed discussions with 
four potential bidders. 

“If the deal goes ahead, it will

mean that, although the leisure 
centres remain the responsibility 
of the council, Parkwood will 
operate the centres for a minimum 
of 10 years with a possible exten¬ 
sion for a further five years.” 

The BCBC deal with its private 
sector partners has a similar 
timescale. 

The Vale Council spokes¬ 
woman said: “In addition to this, 
the council will also consider a 
recommendation that up to £3mil- 
lion be identified for investment in 
the centres, which will lead to 
improvements to the buildings 
themselves and their facilities.” 

This £3 million investment will 
come from the Vale Council’s 
funds. 

The Vale Council spokes¬ 
woman said: “This proposal is 
good news for the users of the 
council’s leisure centres and for

“It is pleasing that they have 
managed to achieve significant 
savings and this clearly reflects 
the advantage that such companies 
have in terms of financial benefits 
that are not available to the coun¬ 
cil, including purchasing power in 
this market, business rate relief 
and national marketing initia¬ 
tives.”

Time to 
remember 
Barry’s 
pioneering 
woman MP 


DOROTHY REES 
who, in 1950 
became Barry’s 
first and thus far 
only woman MP, 
was born in the 
1920s, the daughter 
of a docker. 

Educational opportu¬ 
nities for working class 
boys and girls were 
restricted at the time but 
she grasped what oppor¬ 
tunities were available 
and went to the local 
girls’ grammar school 
and to Barry Women’s 
Teacher Training 
College. 

After her marriage, 
she had to give up her 
teaching post, as was 
the law at the time, but 
used her education to 
become involved in pol¬ 
itics. 

She became a mem¬ 
ber and eventually a 
Freeman of Barry Town 
Council, Alderman of 
Glamorgan Council and 
a member of the Welsh 
Joint Education 
Committee, where she 
worked tirelessly to 
improve educational 
opportunities. 

She believed that 
girls did better in segre¬ 
gated schools and she 
fought to keep the girls’ 
grammar school in 
Barry separate. As an 
MP, her two major inter¬ 
ests were housing and 
education. 

Her maiden speech in 
the House of Commons 
was about promoting 
affordable housing for 
everyone. 

She wanted all hous¬ 
ing to have well- 
equipped kitchens and 
bathrooms to improve 
people’s lives and 
health. For her, equality 
meant a decent place to 
live in and the opportu¬ 
nity to have a good edu¬ 
cation. 

Although many peo¬ 
ple believe in this, we 
are still a very long way 
from achieving it for 
all. 

As International 
Women’s Day approach¬ 
es again, it is time to 
take stock of how much 
has actually improved 
throughout the world for 
women. 

The sad thing is that 
although in many west¬ 


ern countries, women 
now have a much better 
status and more oppor¬ 
tunities to use their 
skills, life is still very 
difficult for those in the 
lowest socio-economic 
groups. 

As long as we are in 
the current financial cli¬ 
mate, their lot will not 
improve much. 

If we look at the third 
world, however, the 
plight of women is dire, 
and worst of all with 
civil wars taking place 
throughout Africa and 
the Middle East. Women 
have become one of the 
major weapons of war. 

Violence and rape 
against women have 
become usual. Rape is 
cheaper than guns to 
savage and humiliate 
both men and women. 

This year, we com¬ 
memorate the life of 
Dorothy Rees with a 
lunch and speaker. 

We have the privilege 
of listening to Lucy 
Dickenson who set up 
the SAFE Foundation. 

This charity, which 
began in the Vale, seeks 
to work with small com¬ 
munities in the third 
world on projects which 
aim to make a differ¬ 
ence, which then can 
share their expertise 
with other small com¬ 
munities. 

The foundation also 
encourages young peo¬ 
ple from south Wales to 
join them in their work 
abroad, giving them 
training and skills. 

At a time when it is 
not easy to be positive 
about the world Lucy, 
with her drive and 
enthusiasm, is refresh¬ 
ing and we look forward 
to her presentation.

Rees Memorial Lunch 
will be held on 
Saturday, March 24, in 
St Andrews Golf Club, 
Argae Lane, Barry, at 12 
noon.

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NEWS FROM PENARTH & DISTRICT RAMBLERS 

From industrial Barry 
to heart of rural Vale 


ON a lovely crisp dry win¬ 
ter morning, six walkers 
joined their leader William 
at the Barry Waterfront 
for a part urban, part 
rural walk with a historical 
theme. 

During the mid 1800s, Barry 
was still a village, but with the 
sudden growth in the coal indus¬ 
try, Cardiff Docks could no longer 
cope. 

A new dock was needed and, 
after the initial rejection of the 
Barry Dock Bill on November 14, 
1884, the first foundations for 
Barry Docks began. 

In 1900, the impressive head 
office opened, with its brick and 
Portland stone dressing and 
domed clock tower. 

Outside still stands the statue 
of David Davies, who with other 
coal owners, founded the very 
successful Barry Dock and 
Railway Company. 

The actual construction of the 
docks and railway was completed 
by Thomas Andrew Walker, a 
very clever civil engineer who 
worked abroad and in Britain to 
also create the Severn Tunnel and 
the Manchester Ship Canal. 

Leaving Port Road, they began 
the rural part of the walk by cross¬ 
ing open fields that led them to 
New Wallace Farm, and down 
through the glorious Goldsland 
valley, to skirt the end of the 
woods and make their way to St 
Lythans burial chamber, for 
morning coffee in bright sun¬ 
shine. 

Legend says that any wish 


whispered to the stones at 
Halloween is granted, and the 
capstone is said to spin three 
times on midsummer’s eve when 
the stones go bathing in the river. 

Joining the lane, the group 
made their way towards Dyffryn 
House which originally dates 
back to 640AD when it was 
known as the Manor of Worlton. 

During the 16th century, the 
manor was rented to the Button 
family, who remained there for 
several generations and who pro¬ 
duced Admiral Thomas Button, 
the first navigator to reach the 
coast of America via the Hudson 
Straits. 

After being sold, Thomas 
Pryce the new owner built a 
Georgian manor house and the 
estate was renamed Dyffryn. 
Before passing under the control 
of the Vale Council, the estate was 
owned by the renowned Cory and 
Traherne families. 

Continuing up the lane, the 
group re-entered fields and 
reached the impressive 
Tinkinswood where the capstone 
is the largest in Britain and 
weighs a staggering 50 tons or 
more. 

It was excavated in 1914 and 
the remains of around 50 humans 
were discovered. The stone-sided 
pit to the side of the chamber may 
also have been used as part of the 
burial process. 

There is a myth that relates to a 
group of stones just south of the 
chamber, which are believed to be 
women turned to stone for danc¬ 
ing on the Sabbath. 

Fields led the group to the lane 
at Dyffryn and heading up 


through Dyffryn Mill, now a pri¬ 
vately-owned dwelling, the group 
made their way to two of the six 
lovely fishing lakes that form 
Dyffryn Springs and stopped on 
the bank for lunch. 

Once more refreshed, a muddy 
path through Old Wallace Farm, 
more fields and two bridges led 
the group to the ancient track, 
which passed the remains of the 
medieval church at Highlight. 

Emerging back into the town, 
they re-joined Colcot Road and, 
descending through College 
Road, made their way back to the 
Waterfront by way of the 
Gladstone Bridge.

in Iran, the one thing she 
would always remember 
after her visit would be 
the impression the peo¬ 
ple, with their friendli¬ 
ness, would make on 
her. 

Among the physical 
wonders she saw were 
the great mosques and 
palaces of this ancient 
empire, together with 
the Peacock Throne, the 
Crown Jewels, the won¬ 
derful Persian Gardens 
and their sparkling foun¬ 
tains hazy in the heat, 
and the prophet Daniel’s 
Tomb. 

She will never forget 
being shown the law of 
the Meades and the 
Persians which “Shall 


never be changed”.

Dirk Kuyt lev¬ 
eled for the Reds as Rudy Gestede also 
hit the post, before Stewart Downing and 
Peter Whittingham made it 2-2 going in 
to the final round of kicks. 

Glen Johnson emphatically dispatched 
Liverpool’s fifth, and Steven’s cousin 
Anthony stepped up for Cardiff with all 
the pressure on his shoulders, and put his 
penalty wide of the mark. 

It was a cruel end to a day in which 
Cardiff had conducted themselves way 
beyond expectation,

running they took the lead when Miller 
played in Joe Mason who finished well 
below the onrushing Pepe Reina. 

Despite one Johnson effort that 
crashed against the bar in the opening 
two minutes Liverpool were struggling 
to test Heaton with Gerrard, Downing 
and Adam in particular wasting some 
long-range efforts. 

Miller had a good chance to double 
the lead just after half time but scuffed 
wide of Reina’s goal when well-placed, 
and they were ruing that miss on the 
hour when Martin Skrtel reacted quick¬ 
est to a Luis Suarez header which hit the 
post to level through Heaton’s legs. 

But Cardiff refused to give in, and 
could have won it in normal time had 
Miller been able to keep his effort down 
from six yards having run on to 
Gestede’s knock down. 

When Kuyt gave Liverpool the lead in 


extra time many thought it was game 
over. 

But, again, Cardiff refused to give in 
and after one delightful Whittingham 
corner saw Kuyt clear off the Liverpool 
goal-line, the resulting corner dropped to 
Ben Turner who prodded home to send 
the blue half of Wembley in to raptures. 

The final moments were tense, and 
ultimately heartbreaking for the 
Bluebirds faithful as Kenny Dalglish’s 
side ended Liverpool’s six-year trophy 
drought. But Malky Mackay and his 
team can hold their heads high after a 
fine performance as they begin to pre¬ 
pare for next Sunday’s crunch 
Championship showdown with table-top¬ 
pers West Ham United. 

The mood among the fans was under¬ 
standably mixed on the long journey 
home. While there was dejection at 
another ‘almost’ moment, and plenty of 
‘ifs and huts’ to ponder, the feeling of 
immense pride at what they had just wit¬ 
nessed outweighed them, and most will 
be quietly happy with the positive vibe 
currently surrounding the club.

Distance race comes 
to Jenner Park 


THE eyes of the 
world of ultra dis¬ 
tance running will 
be fixed firmly on 
Jenner Park 

Stadium this com¬ 
ing Sunday (March 
4) for the 26th run¬ 
ning of the Barry 40 
miles track race. 

The event, now in its 
26th year, is held entirely 
on the athletics track and 
involves 161 circuits. 

The race has a long 
and distinguished histo¬ 
ry, as three previous win¬ 
ners of the race have 
gone to win global titles 
at the 100 kilometre dis¬ 
tance, and can also point 
to an impressive total of 
59 world best perform¬ 
ances in the 25 previous 
outings. 

25 athletes will travel 
from all parts of the UK 
and 10 of the entries also 
qualify for the Welsh 
Championships which 
are incorporated within 
the event; five of the ath¬ 
letes are ladies. 

These athletes are 
looking for a challenge 
beyond the standard 
marathon distance, and 
the distance will test both 
the physical and mental 
resolve of all. 

It could be said that 
the athletes will also 
have 25 different reasons 
for running - some will 
be racing to win, some 
for a personal best time, 


while others will be 
happy to finish. 

Given the preparation 
involved, the race has a 
remarkably high survival 
rate, with 75% of all 
starters completing the 
40 miles. 

Ultra running tends to 
be the preserve of run¬ 
ners with many years of 
experience. That said, a 
relatively high percent¬ 
age of this year’s field 
are running the Barry 40 
for the first time. 

The youngest runner 
is 25, the oldest 55. and 
that’s unusually young 
for this race. Multi world 
record holder, Geoff 
Oliver, now 78, who last 
year set two more world 
bests in the over-75 cate¬ 
gory, has sent his apolo¬ 
gies for absence as he’s 
on holiday in Kuwait! 

Race predictions over 
so tough a distance are 
very hard to make. 
However, two of the 
front runners are likely to 
be Grant Jeans from 
Glasgow and Harry 
Johnston from 

Maidenhead in 

B uckinghamshire. 

Grant Jeans, while 
only 28, is a runner with 
plenty of endurance 
experience. He placed an 
excellent fifth in last 
years UK 100 champi¬ 
onships in Perth in an 
impressive 7:11:53. 

He also won the 
Deeside Way Ultra 33 
miles, the River Ayr Way 


44 miles and the 
Glasgow-Edinburgh 
double marathon. 

Scottish runners have 
had great success at 
Barry, with previous 
male winners Simon 
Pride (3 times), Alan 
Reid and Andy 
Farquarson. 

Harry Johnston is 
even younger at 25; he 
placed 10th in the Perth 
event last year in 7:51:21 
and is a past winner of 
the Thames Ultra 50 
miles. 

One particularly inter¬ 
esting entry is that of 
Matt Shone from 
Woodford Green. 

Originally from St 
Asaph, Matt is a former 
GB 800 and 1500 metre 
runner, and in 2005 ran a 
sub 4 minute mile at 
Crystal Palace - very 
unusual credentials for 
an ultra distance runner. 

However, he did run 
2:29:44 in the 2008 
London Marathon so he 
will also be an athlete to 
watch. 

The ladies race looks 
to lie between Jen Salter 
and Heather Foundling- 
Hawker. 

Jen Salter is an athlete 
who has improved leaps 
and bounds in recent sea¬ 
sons. She has placed sec¬ 
ond and third lady in the 
last two editions of the 
Barry race. 

In the Anglo-Celtic 
Plate 100 km in March 
2011, effectively a Home 


Counties international 
championship which is 
incorporated with the 
UK Championships, she 
helped Wales to their 
first ever win in the com¬ 
petition in an excellent 
8:43:04 in her debut at 
the distance. 

In June 2011 she 
achieved a Guinness 
World Record for run¬ 
ning from one end of 
Ireland to the other, a dis¬ 
tance of 345 miles in 4 
days 23 hours and 3 min¬ 
utes. 

Heather Foundling- 
Hawker, from Honiton in 
Devon, has been a GB 
ultra international for 7 
years. 

She has an excellent 
marathon best of 
2:51:14, set on the tough 
New Forest course, and 
perhaps her most impres¬ 
sive performance was at 
the 2006 World 100 km 
champs in Seoul, where 
she placed 9th in 
7:50:54. 

She sustained a bro¬ 
ken ankle in 2007, and 
spent many months out 
of the sport. However, 
she has returned with a 
number of encouraging 
races in 2011, including 
third place in the UK 
Champs/Anglo Celtic 
Plate at Perth last March 
with 8:29:23. 

Start time for the race 
is 10am and admission is 
free.

L ONG jour¬ 
neys have a 
knack of 

highlighting a car’s 
strengths and weak¬ 
nesses. 

It was such a jaunt to 
the Excel centre in 
London that provided a 
good opportunity to put 
the attractive Chevrolet 
Aveo 1.3 diesel five- 
door hatchback through 
its paces. 

Foolishly, I had relied 
on some internet direc¬ 
tions, which I later 
realised, took me the 
long way round, making 
me late for a meeting. 

The route took me 
through such glamorous 
locations as 
Wandsworth, Clapham 
and Kennington, which 
all suffered from ludi¬ 
crously long tailbacks, 
resulting in the Aveo’s 
engine stop/start reliably 
cutting in virtually every 
time the traffic halted. 

That diesel engine can 
be a little vocal on occa¬ 
sions, especially when 
starting, while the five- 
speed box is a joy to 
use, smoothly changing 
through the gears. 

That said, there are 
some occasions when 
public transport is sim¬ 
ply easier and more con¬ 
venient to use, and this 
is certainly the case 
when travelling to Excel.

My return route was 
through the Dartford 
Tunnel, and the Aveo 
coped well with the 
higher speeds of the 
homeward journey. 

The steering mounted 
cruise control proved 
very useful especially 
for keeping within speed 
limits. Some road noise 
could be heard within 
the cabin but this was no 
worse than in any of the 
competition. 

In many respects, the 
little Aveo feels like a 
larger vehicle and while 
it is clearly not a sports 
car it is responsive and 
nippy and really good 
fun to drive when push¬ 
ing it hard and throwing 
it round corners. 

Luxuries include air 
conditioning and electric 
front windows while the 
digital speedometer 
reminds me of Kitt, 
Knight Rider’s famous 
1982 Trans-Am car. The 
only criticism is that the 
handbrake is too close to 
the driver for comfort, in 
a similar way to some 
Protons, but I dare say 
you get used to it. 

The quality of the fab¬ 
rics and overall comfort 
is good and I like the 
futuristic curved dash. 
There’s a reasonable 
driving position, too, 


although the massive 
amount of headroom 
does take a little getting 
used to but good for 
those over six foot. 

Externally, Chevy’s 
owner, GM, has bor¬ 
rowed some design cues 
from others, which work 
well, such as making 
this five-door look like a 
three by concealing the 
rear door handles. I also 
particularly like the 
striking lights at the 
front, which help give 
this small Yank a pur¬ 
poseful look. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, say: “It drives 
well and is refined for a 
car of its size. Despite 
being a small car it feels 
comfortable on the 
motorway and soaks up 
the bumps without issue. 

“Inside, features have 
been carried over from 
other models in the 
range such as the Craze 
and Orlando. It feels 
well built with plenty of 
neat touches and there’s 
lots of room, even for 
taller drivers.” 

All-in-all, the Aveo is 
an accomplished little 
vehicle.

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TRIPLE CROWN WALES LAY 
GHOST OF TWICKERS PAST’ 

- and take the future in their hands

F OR more than 
two decades, 
Welsh teams 
and their ever-loyal 
army of supporters 
taking the long and 
winding road that 
leads from the Taff 
to the Thames for 
the biennial visit to 
fortress 

Twickenham, have 
journeyed more in 
nervous hope than 
realistic expecta¬ 
tion. 

More often than not, 
the outcome was the 
same - defeat - some¬ 
times narrow, sometimes 
not, with the occasional 
horror show thrown in 
for good measure. (Who 
can ever forget that 
humiliating August day 
on the eve of Rugby 
World Cup 2007, when a 
mix‘n’match Welsh team 
was crushed 62-5, to the 
taunts of ‘Swing Low, 
Sweet Chariot’ reverber¬ 
ating around the vast sta¬ 
dium?) 

Mind you, it was not 


always thus; though one 
would have to travel a 
little further back, to the 
last golden age of Welsh 
rugby, for a time when 
‘HQ’ held no fears for 
the 1970s team of 
Gareth, Gerald, Barry, 
JPR (who particularly 
revelled in taking on the 
men in white!) Merve, et 
al. 

How many times 
with rare exceptions - 
since then, have Welsh 
teams lacking that inbuilt 
self-confidence, taken to 
the field as underdogs - 
and played like it - men¬ 
tally beaten from the out¬ 
set by the so-called 
‘Twickenham factor’ ? 

In that gloomy climate 
of defeatism, invariably 
the question for even the 
most die-hard fans was 
not whether Wales would 
win, but by how much 
they would lose. 

That was certainly not 
the anticipated scenario 
on Saturday, with Wales 
for once in the unaccus¬ 
tomed role of bookies’ 
favourites to win the 
Triple Crown decider 
between these two arch 


rivals - on the back of 
sharply-contrasting dis¬ 
plays in last year’s 
Rugby World Cup and 
also the opening four fix¬ 
tures in this year’s Six 
Nations. 

This time, it was 
Wales, so impressive 
against Ireland and 
Scotland, who presented 
the more powerful physi¬ 
cal threat; while recon¬ 
structed England, who 
had scrambled to uncon¬ 
vincing wins over 
Scotland and Italy, were 
the team in transition fol¬ 
lowing their recent tur¬ 
moils. 

Even so, some doubted 
if Wales, so used to the 
underdog label, could 
handle the mental pres¬ 
sure as title favourites - 
but to his credit, skipper 
Sam Warburton angrily 
dismissed this inverted 
defeatism, vowing that 
his team would 
“embrace it” in the 123rd 
meeting between the two 
nations. 

His stance was vindi¬ 


cated by the record 
books, which showed 
just how evenly matched 
they are; for surprisingly, 
despite years of English 
dominance, Wales had 
still notched a total of 54 
wins (including the 2008 
Grand Slam stunner at 
Twickenham) to 
England’s 56, with 12 
games drawn. 

Thus the stage was set 
for another nail-chewer 
at 4pm on Saturday, with 
Warren Gatland’s team 
out to answer all the 
questions - and lay a 
few Twickenham ghosts 
to rest - w hi le further 
proving that this is not 
another false dawn and 
the long-awaited Welsh 
renaissance really is here 
to stay. 

And what a cracker it 
turned out to be - not a 
rugby classic by any 
means - but pulsating 
with drama and excite¬ 
ment from first minute to 
last; with Wales finally 
emerging triumphant to 
claim the country’s 20th 
Triple Crown with a 19- 
12 victory - though only 
after a battle royal whose 
outcome was in doubt 
right up to the final 
whistle. 

Full marks to the unfa¬ 
miliar-looking England 
team, who recovered 
from a very nervy open¬ 
ing spell to repel intense 
Welsh pressure that saw 
wing George North 


almost power through 
for a try less than two 
minutes from the kick¬ 
off - and then Leigh 
Halfpenny miss with a 
penalty attempt. 

In fact, it was the 
home team that went 
ahead through the first of 
their four penalties by 
debutant outside half 
Owen Farrell, who out¬ 
played his opposite num¬ 
ber, the usually impecca¬ 
ble Rhys Priestland. (The 
latter seemed flustered 
and out-of-sorts and his 
clumsy yellow card early 
in the second half could 
well have cost his team 
dear in a game so finely 
balanced). 

Leigh Halfpenny 
brought Wales level with 
a well-struck penalty and 
his tit-for-tat kicking 
duel with Farrell contin¬ 
ued with another penalty 
apiece, before the latter 
had the last word just 
before the interval, after 
a strangely ill-at-ease 
Wales conceded yet 
another penalty, to trail 
6-9 as play resumed. 

Within minutes, came 
Priestland’s sending off 
and Farrell slotted over 
the easy penalty in front 
of the posts for a 12-6 
lead. 

Not for the first time 
recently, indiscipline had 
reduced Wales to 14 men 
and with their main play- 
maker in the ‘sin bin’, 
the situation now looked 


o mi nous indeed, as a 
much-improved England 
side were encouraged to 
lay siege to the Welsh 
defence. 

However, they would 
not add further to their 
score. 

As noted in this col¬ 
umn previously, this new 
generation of young 
Welsh players is made of 
sterner stuff and not only 
held out, but in fact 
exerted pressure of their 
own, to reduce arrears 
with a third penalty by 
Halfpenny. 

With Priestland back 
on the field, joined by 
Ryan Jones, who 
replaced Alun Wyn 
Jones, the enthralling 
tussle resumed on equal 
terms and when 
Halfpenny levelled the 
scores at 12-12 with a 
fourth penalty, the game 
was set fair for a grand¬ 
stand finish - with just 
10 minutes remaining on 
the clock. 

It would need a 
moment of individual 
brilliance to break the 
stalemate - which came 
in the shape of young 
Scarlet centre Scott 
Williams, who had 
replaced the injured 
Jamie Roberts at half 
time. 

With less than five 
minutes to go to full 
time, he wrenched the 
ball from England’s 
Courtney Lawes, fol¬ 
lowed up his kick ahead, 
scooped up the ball, and 
dived over for a match¬ 
winning try near the 
posts, which Halfpenny 
converted, to put Wales 
in the lead for the first 
time at 19-12. 

Amazingly, the drama 
was not yet over, for 
with the referee now 
looking at his watch, 
England launched a last 
desperate attack, but a 
claimed touchdown in 
the comer was disal¬ 
lowed and the whistle 
sounded to start Triple 
Crown celebrations for 
the Welsh faithful. 

A hard-fought win, 
yes, but this resolute 
young Welsh squad have 
surely now laid those old 
Twickenham demons to 
rest. 

More importantly, 
despite not hitting the 
glittering heights of their 
World Cup displays, the 
gutsy manner of their 
victory once again 
demonstrated the giant 
strides, both physical and 
mental, they have taken 
under Gatland’s steward¬ 
ship.
